Children, bleary-eyed from enjoying Independence Day 
fireworks and cookouts all weekend, sat on street curbs in 
Marion village, waving flags and clapping their hands as 
the parade passed by. 

The Fourth of July parade, organized by the 
Marion Benjamin Gushing VFW Post 2425, was held on 
Monday, July 5 this year to avoid conflicts with church 
activities. Those who participated in the parade included 
Marion selectmen, representatives of the U.S. Army, the 
Tri-Town fire departments, color guards. World War II 
veterans, the girl scouts and various area businesses.

There were lots of antique cars and farming equipment 
to admire, adding a whiff of diesel to the early heat of the 
day. 

Among those who marched in this year's parade 
was Joane Byron, sister of the late Lt. Chris Byron, a 
decorated Rochester resident and former Massachusetts 
Superior Court Justice. Ms. Byron helped carry a painting 
done by her brother, artist Alexander Byron. The painting, 
which is entitled "The Eternal Price of Freedom", depicts 
an American flag with an eagle perched on the flagpole. 
Around the flag are battle scenes from Pearl Harbor, the 
Lexington-Concord conflict, Korean War and World War 
II. 

The painting took Mr. Byron eight years to 
complete, and according to the artist, was the result of 
extensive research. The painting is an attempt to "portray 
key battles and civil rights struggles over time, from the 
Battle of Concord to the War in Iraq, all in one painting." 
Mr. Byron, with this help of his sister, chose the Fourth of 
July parade for its grand unveiling. With the help of Ervin 
Russell and ORR students Olivia and Abby Offringa, the 
painting was carried throughout the village for all to see. 
Ms. Byron said that she walked in her deceased brother's 
memory. "He's with us today, even if he's not actually 
here," she said proudly. 

Also remembered in this year's parade was 
Mattapoisett resident Paul Hubbard, who was a longtime 
enthusiast of the Marion Independence Day parade. Mr. 
Hubbard often participated in the annual parade and 
often placed somewhere in the top three with his creative 
ideas and designs. This year, Kerrin and Kayla Souza rode 
tractors in Mr. Hubbard's memory. 
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Themed floats ranged from tableaus depicting 
The Wizard of Oz and Peter Pan, and children got the 
chance to scramble for candy as those in the parade threw 
candy from their vehicles. Even the grow^n-ups couldn't 
help themselves from grabbing a Snickers bar here and 
there. 

Rounding out the end of the parade was a 
show^ of might from area fire departments, including a 
Rochester breaker and a Marion ladder truck. Children 
covered their ears as the fire engines drove by, wailing 
their sirens.

Overall, 
she said the Marion Horse Show is a nice introduction 
into competitive horse riding, where young riders gain 
experience to boost them to a higher level. 

Affectionately calling young riders "barn rats," 
Ms. Sukeforth described horse riding as a "great outlet" 
for teenagers. "Teenagers are not getting into trouble, they 
are at the barns," she said. 

"Everyone is having a great time. Everyone loves 
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the grounds and facilities [at Washburn Park]/' said show 
manager Deborah Martin. Despite the decent turnout, she 
said the date change of the annual Marion parade affected 
attendance levels. In the past, parade goers would filter 
to the horse show following the parade; but the lack of a 
parade that morning (which took place on July 5 to avoid 
conflicts with church services), lowered the number of 
spectators. Moreover, the economy affected the number of 
participants, she said. 

Nevertheless, horse lovers did enjoy beautiful 
weather and entertainment at the show this year. "The 
committee did a great job of putting the show on," she 
said. 

Road Race Brings Old and New Traditions

It wasn't just any year for the Mattapoisett Road 
Race. The Road Race celebrated its 40th anniversary 
alongside the nation's birthday this year with a banner 
turn-out and lots of enthusiasm on the sidelines on July 
3. With the road race came many traditions, both old and 
new. 

The five-mile route was festooned with American 
flags and plenty of enthusiastic supporters shouting 
words of encouragement. Before the runners took their 
mark, they warmed up in front of the town wharf gazebo 
with stretching and callisthenic exercises. For some of 
them, it was their first time in the race - for some, it was 
just another chance to beat their previous year's time. 

This year's race winner was Needham resident, 
37-year-old Patrick Callahan, who took first place with 
a time of 27:53. This was the second annual win for Mr. 
Callahan, who took first place in the 2009 Mattapoisett 
Road Race as well. The women's category went to 
20-year-old Alice Binns of Boston, who ran the race with a 
time of 32:17. 

The fastest Tri-Town resident participant was 
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48-year-old Brendan Loftus, a Mattapoisett resident who 
finished the race with a time of 29:04. Other impressive 
Tri-Town resident times went to Mattapoisett resident 
Rob Gammell (29:41), Marion resident Jared Dourdeville 
(29:48) and Mattapoisett resident Sal Corrao (30:50). The 
overall female Mattapoisett resident winner was Nancy 
Clarke with a time of 35:37. 

Another exceptional Mattapoisett participant 
was Steven Bonney who was the first person to ever 
complete the road race in a wheelchair. Mr. Bonney who 
was injured in a construction accident in 2006, was not 
completely new to the race - he had participated on foot 
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prior to becoming quadriplegic. Mr. Bonney completed 
the race in two hours and 11 minutes, with his wife Paula 
accompanying him. "I thought it would be quite an 
accomplishment if I could do it/' said Mr. Bonney, who 
noted that even though he was quadriplegic, he still had 
limited use of his arms to operate his wheelchair. 

Runner 505, Mattapoisett seasonal resident Peter 
Hoye, was one of those who had run in the race before, 
but not for over a decade. Mr. Hoye, who last ran the race 
when he was 10-y ears-old, spent the last year working out 
and training, and intended on finishing the race within an 
hour. He almost reached his goal, with a final time of 1:04. 

"I just wanted to do it to finish it,'' said Mr. Hoye, 
who said that he was proud of his accomplishment. 

1,002 runners turned out to the July 3 race, which 
was "an excellent turn-out", according to race official 
Karen Manning, but it was not record-breaking. Still, 
it was a far cry from the first race, which only had 37 
participants. 

Road Race Committee Chairman Danny White 
traveled the race route in a large pick-up truck that was 
decorated with a red, white and blue banner reading: 
"40 Years and Still Running". Officials all along the route 
evaluated the crowds for the most enthusiastic on-lookers, 
and presented a restaurant gift certificate to the "Most 
Spirited" group. The winner of this category were the 
Kassabian/Bragioli participants, located at 41 Church 
Street. 

In a ceremony on the evening of July 2, after race 
participants were done registering for the day, longtime 
runner David Jenney was issued the honorary number of 
35, and runner Dan Briand was given the number 40 to 
represent each year that he has run the race. Mr. Briand, 
who participated in the first race when he was a teenager, 
has never missed a single year. 

The race was established in 1971 by Bob and 
Doris Gardner as a way to raise money for graduating 
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Old Rochester Regional students. Over the years, the 
Road Race has been able to give over $100,000 in awards 
to Tri-Town students. The more race participants, the 
more scholarship money the Road Race Committee gets 
to issue. Last year, seven students from Marion and 
Mattapoisett were given $1,000 scholarships.

Henshaw, Kyle Martin, Joseph Gleason and Hunter Urion 
started the academy in January and enjoyed a graduation 
ceremony on June 28 at Case High School in Swansea, 
MA, where state fire marshall Stephen Coan addressed 
the group of 45 graduates. 

Mural Unveiled at Museum Opening

About two-dozen local history buffs celebrated 
the grand opening for the Mattapoisett Museum and 
Carriage House Museum's 52nd annual season on June 
30. 

On this opening day, attendees pored over a 
new addition recently acquired by the museum: a 6 by 
16 feet mural painted by New Bedford artistic Clifford 
Ashley in 1919. Laid out over the pews, the painting 
essentially charts out the south coast from the Connecticut 
River to Cape Cod, including the islands of Martha's 
Vineyard and Nantucket. "We are very pleased to have it 
in our possession,'' said Mattapoisett Historical Society 
President Seth Mendell at the event, noting that two other 
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museums - the New Bedford Whaling Museum and the 
Mystic Seaport - rejected the offer for the painting. 

The Museum obtained the large mural, entitled 
"K Chart of the Whale Coast of New England c.1810," 
from Polly Duff Phipps of 20 Water Street, who decided 
to donate the artwork when she put her house on the 
market. Mr. Ashley painted the mural for his friend 
Gilbert Hinsdale and the chart had remained in the 
family's home for 90 years, fixed to the ceiling of the 
sunroom. 

"We told [Ms. Phipps] we'd be glad to have it, 
if we could get it off the ceiling,'' Mr. Mendell said, who 
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said its removal required help from Ben Rogers and Nate 
Bekemeier, two experts from a local gallery, in addition 
to sheer muscular power provided by seven men. "Those 
mavericks were able to get it off the ceiling/' he said. 

Due to its lack of protection in the sunroom for so 
many decades, Mr. Mendell said the chart would require 
extensive renovation work. He said the painting would 
require cleaning, resurfacing, and a new backing so it can 
be hung in its designated location: over the pulpit in the 
museum's church building. ''When you walk in, it will be 
awesome to say the least," he said. 

After a thorough vetting process, Mr. Mendell 
said the museum settled on someone "who will do a 
cracker] ack job" of restoring the artwork, but anticipates 
the initial price tag to range between $45,000 and $50,000. 
As such, Mr. Mendell said he would actively be seeking 
donations to get the job done. 

Accompanying the mural on display, this summer 
the museum also is showcasing three additional paintings 
by Mr. Ashley on loan from the Friends Academy and the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library. "We appreciate the loan 
of those to round out the exhibit," he said. Additionally, 
the museum contains copies of Mr. Ashley's popular 
Ashley Book on Knots, a volume that contains descriptions 
and drawings of 3,854 knots. 

The grand opening also included the museum's 
latest exhibit honoring Mattapoisett' s history as a famous 
whaleship building port in the world during that era. 
The exhibit includes implements common to a working 
waterfront, including tools, blocks, woodwork, ropes, 
sail lofts and photographs of little shops instrumental in 
finishing whaling ships. 

Mr. Mendell noted that the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society would be present at the upcoming 
Harbor Days with a booth at Shipyard Park. Also, the 
museum will host an art show and sale in the back 
carriage house during the event.

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received a day spa business plan from massage therapist 
Pany Lawson. Ms. Lawson was accompanied by Steve 
Grima, representative of Michael Baldwin and David 
Barrett, who own the business building that will house 
the new business. The building, which is located at 368 
Front Street, was purchased by Mr. Baldwin and Mr. 
Barrett about six months ago, and has mostly been used 
for office space. Ms. Lawson' s business, which would be 
called Amber Rose Boutique and Day Spa, will be partly 
retail, requiring the applicant to pursue a change of use 
approval. 

The 1,770 square-foot building will have the retail 
space for shampoos and other spa-related items on the 
first floor, along with an office for the business owner, 
and the second-floor will be the spa location, which will 
include massage therapy and "pampering", according to 
Ms. Lawson. 

"We are really talking about retail today," said Mr. 
Grima, since Ms. Lawson will have to fulfill licensing and 
health requirements from the Board of Health, and the 
state at a larger level. 

The business would require nine parking spaces, 
and the proposed location has 12 allotted spaces. "I think 
we are more than all set there," said Mr. Grima. The Board 
agreed that parking would likely not be a problem. 

This would be the first business venture for Ms. 
Lawson, who has worked in massage therapy since 2006, 
and has been in retail for about 20 years. 

"Massage parlors in many places do not have 
good reputations," said Ms. Crowley, who wanted to 
make sure that the business would follow ethical and 
legal practices. Ms. Lawson said that she understood the 
concern, and she had experience working in a reputable 
massage parlor in Wareham. 

"Sounds like a good idea to me," said Mr. 
Gonsalves. "It's a good fit for the location." 

The Board determined that Ms. Lawson would

have to apply for a special permit. "A minor site plan 
review is in order here/' said Chairman Ryder. Ms. 
Lawson would also have to complete a 4B application 
to determine which requirements could be waived. At 
the meeting, the Board voted to waive the environment 
assessment and the storm water drainage assessment, but 
they all agreed a public hearing would be a requirement. 

"Getting the public input is always a good idea," 
said Chairman Ryder. 

Mr. Gonsalves asked the applicant to consider 
at least one handicapped parking space. The Board 
determined that, in order to expedite the application 
process, they would go ahead and notify the abutters 
and residents within 300 feet of the building upon receipt 
of the application. After posting the necessary legal 
advertisements, the public hearing will be conducted at 
the August 2 planning board meeting at 7:30 pm. 

Per the request of the Affordable Housing Trust, 
the Board then voted to approve the Marion Housing 
Production Plan final draft, which Chairman Ryder called 
"very well put together". 

The Board voted to approve the minutes of the 
May 24 and the June 7 meetings.

ConCom Considers Role of Open Space 
Committee 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Laura Pedulli 
A meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission was called to order by Chairperson 
Rosemary Smith on July 6, 2010 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. Also present were committee 
members Laurene Gerrior, Christine Post, Christopher 
York, Kevin Cassidy, and Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon. 

As the first item of business, the commission 
examined a request for an Extension Permit by 
Edgewood Development Company for the Connet Woods 
Subdivision off High Street and Ryder Road. After a 
discussion led by Ms. Farinon concerning recommended 
improvements to the site - including more watering of 
the grounds and the addition of jute netting - she said 
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the company has been "very responsive to concerns/' As 
such, she suggested that the commission approve a three- 
year permit, which it then did unanimously. 

The board then opened a public hearing for a 
request determination of applicability that would allow 
the applicant - Norbert Leblanc of 173 Braley Hill Road 
- to complete a septic system repair. The applicant is 
seeking the repair, which will include the installation of 
a new 1,500-gallon septic, leaching field and associated 
grading, in order to sell his house. A representative of 
Thompson Farland presented the plan for the new septic 
system that has an alternative design that he said would 
reduce the footprint of the system by 40 percent. 

Although Ms. Farinon said that she believes 
repairs of septic systems are important and offer many 
environmental benefits, she recommended continuing the 
hearing because the site plan failed to include a floodplain 
line and wetland boundary line, and also that the 
application failed to include Mr. Leblanc' s signature. She 
stressed the importance of "not having a piece of paper 
out there causing problems down the road" because 
it failed to include these lines. The commission voted 
unanimously to continue the hearing to address these 
issues. 

The commission then approved the June 15 
minutes and three invoices for supplies, GIS consulting, 
and MACC Annual Dues. 

The board then reviewed photos and plans of 
Leonard's Pond Anadromous Fishway Improvement 
Project. According to Ms. Farinon, a grant from the 
Division of Marine Fisheries will lead to the replacement 
of an existing wooden structure with special aluminum 
panels for a fishway to remove undesirable turbulence 
that misdirects herrings. She anticipates that the project's 
final design will be completed soon, and subsequently a 
contractor will get the work done by late summer or early 
fall.

Shortly thereafter, Ms. Farinon led a discussion 
about the need to explore a vision for the recently formed 
Open Space Action Committee. She said she does not 
want the committee and the commission to work at 
competing ends. She said when the commission first 
was formed in the 1960s, much of its focus concerned 
open space and general natural resource plans. However, 
the implementation of wetland regulations shifted the 
commission's duties to a regulatory sphere. As such, 
she wanted to ensure the commission still gets the 
opportunity to work on land-related projects. 

''As a board, you may not want to delegate that to 
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Ultrasonic Treatment 
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someone else. . .We don't want to get too far removed from 
the commission/' Ms. Farinon. Chairperson Smith noted 
that the new committee's work is evolving and that the 
more people involved in environmental issues, the better. 
Ms. Farinon agreed, however urged that the commission 
articulate a vision for the Open Space Action Committee. 

"We need to have direction and a vision for 
them to follow through on," she said. After a lengthy 
discussion on what projects could possible need 
commission oversight - such as senior and youth trail- 
building projects - the commission voted to continue the 
discussion at a later meeting. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the commission 
adjourned at 8:00 pm.

The Flag Code Revisited

The United States flag, a symbol that adorns 
our homes, schools, cemeteries, and even car antennas, 
represents the loftiest ideals of our young country. 
Indeed, the 13 red and white stripes and 50 stars 
embedded in a blue rectangle are seared into our 
collective American conscious since we first learned the 
words of "The Pledge of Allegiance." 

Americans pay reverence to this fabric of our 
homeland as a symbol of all the freedoms it represents. 
Following a call from the Navy and Army at the National 
Flag Conference, on June 14, 1923, the government 
adopted federal regulations governing its use to protect it 
from dishonor. The federal government does not enforce 
these laws, leaving it up to states (and your neighbor!) to 
dish out appropriate punishment for violating the rules. 

During this time of patriotic festivities, how well 
versed are you at abiding by the rules in how to display 
your flag? Sure, you may be a proud American, but have 
you taken the time to review the Flag Code? For some 
of us, a revisit to our nation's flag laws may hold some 
surprises, or for true patriots, the rules may already be 
ingrained in your minds. 

Foremost, what does the code say about hoisting 
the flag? According to the law, the flag should be 
"hoisted briskly and lowered ceremoniously." When 
the flag is displayed at half-staff, it must be raised to the 
full position prior to again "ceremoniously" lowering 
it to half-staff. What exactly "ceremoniously" entails 
is not spelled out, although the sight of a flag slowly 
descending at dusk is one common to the American 
experience. 

Which leads to another regulation: the time of 
day the flag should be displayed. According to federal 
regulations, the flag should be presented from dawn to 
dusk. Unless proper illumination is available overnight, 
it is considered disrespectful for a flag to be raised in 
the dark. For flags hung in windows - no worries, this 
regulation only pertains to outdoor flags! However, if 
you present flags in your garden or beside your door 
overnight, without outdoor lighting, you are breaking 
U.S. law! 

Have you ever noticed that the American 
flag - at least in the United States - always is placed 
in a prominent position among other flags? This is no 
accident. The law requires that the flag not only take 
the highest position, but be centered among other flags. 



If there are only two flags, the U.S. flag must be higher 
up on the staff. And when it comes to positioning - it 
is all about being RIGHT. For speakers, the flag needs 
to be displayed on their right side and in parades, lined 
up participants need to hold flags on the right, or center. 
The regulations have lengthy descriptions of how flags 
should appear in entry ways, lobbies, and speaker events 
- so take heed when setting up an office space or event! 

Some lesser-known facts are that a flag should 
never be used as a covering for a statue or monument, 
but can be used in the ceremonial unveiling of a statue 
or monument. If you've been to funerals of military 
servicemen, you may remember the flags covering the 
caskets. This is allowed, although the flag should never 
be lowered into a grave and of course, as one of the most 
important rules dictate, the flag should never touch the 
ground in any way. 

A few rules Americans routinely break involve 
those governing "Respect of Flags," as written in the 
regulations. For example, the flag "should never be used 
for advertising purposes in any manner whatsoever." 
But one glimpse through the advertising section of any 
given publication shows that the American flag is used to 
sell everything from swimsuits and outdoor furniture to 
appliances. Also, the rules say that the flag should not be 
"on paper napkins or boxes or anything that is designed 
for temporary use and discard," but likely if you went to 
any Fourth of July barbecue, you may get an American 
Flag-themed napkin with your burger and egg salad. 

The Flag Code also states that the flag "should 
never be used as wearing apparel, bedding, or drapery." 
Although it does not say, hopefully the law refers to the 
use of an actual flag because it is doubtful Americans 
will give up dressing their toddlers in patriotic gear 
anytime soon. The regulations do not address tattoos of 
flags, but perhaps that will be in the next revision. As 
commonly known, the most appropriate way to destroy a 
flag losing its luster is by burning it in a dignified way. 

So far, this only scratches the surface of the 
many rules pertaining to our American flag. According to 
the law, "the flag represents a living country and is itself 
considered a living thing" thus "no disrespect should be 
shown to the flag of the United States of America." No 
other item carries such stature for our government, so 
next time you plan to display a flag, read up on the Flag 
Code and never forget what it represents for our country: 
"liberty and justice for all."

Three Sisters

Life During Wartime. Starring Shirley Henderson and 
Allison Janney. Directed by Todd Solondz. Running 
time: 93 minutes. 

Less amusing than despairing, Life During 
Wartime, Todd Solondz' follow-up to his controversial 
1998 gem Happiness, follows its people through a haze 
of regret and trauma. The movie uses many of the same 
characters from Happiness, played here by different 
actors, and I suspect anyone who hasn't seen the earlier 
film will be a little lost through this one. Happiness 
haunts Life During Wartime like a ghost, and indeed 
there are possible ghosts in the movie, accusatory spirits 
drifting into people's lives. The film's working title was 
Forgiveness, and that — and the lack thereof — is the 
theme here. 

Fans of Happiness may recall that it focused on 
three adult sisters: suburban housewife Trish (Cynthia 
Stevenson in '98, Allison Janney now), flustered singleton 
Joy (Jane Adams then, Shirley Henderson now), and 
tortured poet Helen (Lara Flynn Boyle then. Ally Sheedy 
now). Trish's husband turned out to be a pedophile, Joy 
flitted from one dysfunctional man to another, and Helen 
developed a strange thing for Allan (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman), a perv who sexually harassed random women 
over the phone. Here, Allan (now played by Michael K. 
Williams) is married to Joy, though he hasn't quite given 
up his twisted proclivities, and Trish is trying to forget 
ex-husband Bill (Ciaran Hinds), who's just out of jail and 
wants to make sure his now-college-age son Billy (Chris 
Marquette) won't follow in his footsteps. 

Like the first film. Life During Wartime is full of 
endless ghastly conversations that redefine "awkward." 
Trish's 13-year-old middle son Timmy, for instance, asks 
her precisely how it is that pedophilic men can assault 
boys if they have the same parts. Or take Joy, visited 
twice by pathetic former flame Andy (Jon Lovitz in the 
first movie, Paul Reubens here) who killed himself after 




she dumped him; her husband has unwittingly bought 
her (on eBay) the same ashtray Andy gave her and then 
took back in Happiness. (I took one look at that ashtray 
and was probably as chilled as Joy is.) The restless spirit 
Andy wants to rekindle things, and, rebuffed, he launches 
once again into desperate invective (remember Lovitz 's 
"You're s— . I'm champagne"?). 

I doubt that Solondz, whose dyspeptic yet 
precise control never wavers, is taking the film into the 
paranormal; Andy and other dark figures from the past 
(including Bill, a walking, breathing ghost) symbolize 
past guilt and heartbreak that will never die. Solondz 
continues to make films as though it were still the mid- 
'90s and there were actually an audience for this sort of 
intractably bleak art-house film. {Life During Wartime 
opens in limited release July 23.) I'm stunned, yet glad, 
that anyone gave him the money to make this movie, 
which offers little or no hope for its characters and very 
few laughs that aren't choked gargles of disbelief. (The 
film should probably be seen with an audience if possible, 
just to hear the collective discomfort in the room.) Again 
and again, people ask for forgiveness or question whether 
it's possible in some cases. What does Solondz think? He 
doesn't say. He just puts us among these walking dead and 
lets us observe them cringing their way through the long 
days. Life During Wartime lacks the stinging clarity of 
Happiness, and its abbreviated running time makes it feel 
more like an addendum than a second volume, but it's still 
galvanizingly perverse enough to stand out in what may 
be, so far, the blandest movie year in recent memory.

The disease can cause serious complications if it is not 
recognized and treated early. Deer ticks can also carry 
germs that cause other diseases such as babesiosis and 
anaplasmosis. Although much less common, these 
diseases are very serious. To prevent getting diseases 
transmitted by ticks, you should: 

• Use a repellent with DEET according to the 
directions on the product label 

• Wear long-sleeved light colored shirts and long 
pants tucked into socks. This helps keep ticks off you and 
makes it easier to spot them. 

• Consider applying a permethrin-containing 
repellent to your clothes according to the directions on the 
product label. 

• Check yourself, your children and your pets for 
ticks once a day, if you have been anywhere there might 
be ticks. Favorite tick places are armpits, hairline, groin, 
legs, thighs, or in and behind the ears. Tick checks are 

an important way of preventing infection. Remove any 
attached tick you find as soon as possible with a fine point 
tweezers, grasping the tick as close to the skin as possible 
and pulling straight out with steady pressure. Getting 
the tick off within 24-36 hours of its attachment is very 
effective in preventing infection. 

• Be aware of the early symptoms of Lyme

• Use of repellents that contain DEET, 
permethrin, IR3535 or picaridin (KBR 3023) provide 
protection against mosquitoes. In addition, oil of lemon 
eucalyptus has been found to provide as much protection 
as low concentrations of DEET. 

• Taking special care to cover up the arms and 
legs of children playing outdoors. When you bring a 
baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or playpen with 
mosquito netting. 

• Fixing any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

• Removing any standing water around your 
home. Mosquitoes will begin to breed in any puddle or 
standing water that lasts for more than four days. Check 
gutters ceramic pots, trash cans, recycling containers, old 
tires, wading pools, bird baths, etc. 

Avoid Contact with Wild and Unfamiliar 
Animals - Rabies is a fatal viral infection now most 
often found in raccoons, skunks, foxes, bats. It is spread 
to domestic animals or humans through contact with an 
infected animal's saliva, usually through a bite or scratch. 
Bats living inside houses are of particular concern. To 
avoid possible exposure to rabies: 

• Enjoy wild and stray animals from a distance. 

• Be sure your dog, cat or ferret has up-to-date 
rabies vaccinations. 

• Feed pets inside and don't leave them outside 
unsupervised. 

• If you find a bat in your home, do not release it. 
Contact your local health department for advice on what
